MEXICO. 

Reports from Progreso — Yellow fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Harrison reports, August 18 and 25, as 
follows: 

Period from August 4, inclusive, to August 18, 1906: On August 
8 there was 1 fatal case of yellow fever in the lazaretto at Progreso. 
The history of the case has not been obtained. In Merida conditions 
remain unchanged. The Mexican medical officer here has begun the 
inspection of all passengers embarking from this port for all other 
ports. During the period covered by this report 10 steamships and 
2 sailing vessels were dispatched, with crews of 481 persons, and pas- 
sengers from this place, 87. Of these vessels 6 were fumigated. 

Week ended August 24, 1906. In Progreso no quarantinable disease 
has been reported since the one case and death of yellow fever in 
lazaretto August 8. In Merida yellow fever has been continuous, 
with 1 or 2 new cases daily. During the week 6 steamers were dis- 
patched, carrying passengers from this port, 29, and crews, 257; 1 ves- 
sel fumigated. 

Report from Veracruz — Mosquito breeding places found in vicinity 
of locality in which yellow fever case occurred. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Frick reports, August 4, as follows: 
In confirmation of my cablegram of this date stating that a case of 
yellow fever had been reported on the previous day, of which Vera- 
cruz was the focus, I have further to say that I found several mos- 
quito breeding places in the vicinity of the house in which the case 
was found. These breeding places contain many larvae of the Oulex 
tseniorynchus and Txniorynchus fascialatus, some Stegomyia fasciata, 
and other larv r a3.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Osterhout reports as follows: 
Week ended August 25, 1906. Present officially estimated popula- 
tion not obtainable; general sanitary condition of this port and the 
surrounding country during the week, good.
